PROGRESS REPORT 

OF THE 

ARCHEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF INDIA, WESTERN CIRCLE, 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING 3IST MARCH 1911. 


PART I. 


1.—DEPARTMENTAL NOTES. 

During the year under report, Mr. Henry Cousens, the late Superintendent 
of this Circle, retired from Government service on 
Penonnei. pension from 13 th September last. I was transferred 

from the Eastern Circle and appointed his successor, as Government decided 
that an Architect was required as Superintendent of the Western Circle.* 

Mr. D. R. Bhandarkar, the Assistant Superintendent, took privilege 
leave for a month and a half from the 5 th November and resumed his duties 
on the expiry of his leave on the 20th December 1910 . 

Mr. Nerlekar, a draftsman, who was taken from the Bombay Ednca- 

* d . mi k tional Department, reverted, at his own request, to 

that Department from the 1st September 1910 . 

1 have much pleasure in recording here my appreciation of tho work of the 
establishment, especially the valuable services rendered by Mr. Narayan 
Mahadeva Tatake, my Head Clerk, who has now served in the Archaeological 
Department for nearly 23 years. 

II —THE YEAR’S WORK. 

2 . The last report of my predecessor gives an account of the tvork up to 

, June 1910 . The remainder of his service, until I took 

over charge in September last, was occupied in ottice 
routine. Until the touring season commenced in November, my time was 
occupied in superintending the completion of record drawings, the preparation 
of photographic prints and the usual office routine. 

3 . Before leaviog, Mr. Cousens very kindly assisted me in preparing 

inspection Tours a * our P r0 o raratne » which was subsequently approved 

by the Government of Bombay. This programme was 
arranged with a view to enable me to make myself familiar with the ancient 
monuments of paramount importance, or where important conservation work 
was in progress or stated to have been recently completed. 

I found important repairs in progress at Bijapur, in connection with the 
Asar Mahal and Ibrahim Rauza. Most of the ancient buildings here are in a 
good state of preservation, thauks to the care bestowed upon them by the 
Public Works Department. I was recently informed that there is some danger 
of the open ground surrounding some of these monuments becoming built over 
with modern dwellings and perhaps shops and huts. It is to be hoped that 
every precaution will be taken to prevent such a catastrophe.

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Although extensive repairs have recently been carried out to the famous 
rock-cut caves and temples at Ajanta and Ellora, proper drainage is urgently 
required before these priceless aucient monuments will be free from further 
decay. 

The Assistant Superintendent, at his own request, accompanied me to 
Ajanta and Ellora. I thought this advisable and in his interests, as unfortu¬ 
nately, owing to the nature of bis duties, his knowledge of Indian Architecture 
and sculpture has been confined almost exclusively to the study of ancient 
monuments in Rajputana, where for the last six years he has been touring with 
the object of collecting material for a list of antiquarian remains in that province. 
He left me to continue this work to the end of the touring season. An account 
of his discoveries is given in Part II of this report. 

I found the grand old tope at Sanchi, Bhopal State, in an excellent state of 
preservation; only slight repairs are now necessary. 

Conservation Notes on the ancient monuments inspected by me will be 
found in Part II of this report.

T have il, ■ promised the Collector of ranch 
MaMU to visit the #ld Jama temples on the i^vag&rh Port near Chnmpanir. 
An inspection tour in Si ud appears to bo urgontljrrequired, especially in the 
Larkhana District* whore a number of an uynt sites await surveying and 
excavating. There are any number of ancient sites and buildings io Central 
India that have not yet been inspected by an officer of this Department 
Thanks to the kindness of Major Luard, 1 am now in possession of a list of a 
great many of these places. I hope to vitit ns many of them as possible parti¬ 
cularly the Bud hist Caves at KhoJvi in Indore State which have not vet been 
properly surveyed and photographed; the plans given in Cunniogham’a report 
are too small to bo of any practical use. 


There are of course still a number of places of great arch teo logical and 
historical interest that I am not yet Familiar with. But as the buildings they 
contain have for the most part been Surveyed, and proposals for their preserva¬ 
tion been made by ray predecessor, I beg to propose to strike new ground and 
to spend the greater part of the doming touring season in carrying out a survey 
in Sind and Centra) India,

Western Circle. 


The Political Agents, Cutch, Mahl-Kanthn, Rewfi-Kaothh, Pnlanpar, nod 
■ Kolhapur and the Southern Mntiitka Country report 

Kantk^' K^iha^r that no cxpcnditnr c was incurred on comreryatian of 

«ud the Srtuiii*rn Muratiia ancient monuments in tile Native States in their 

country. respective Agencies. 

The Political Agent, Suvautwiidi report** that repairs to the taro GhutntitA 
in the town of Banda in the Savantwiidi State were 
Savan wa |he only works of an archncological nature carried out. 

The amount spent on their repairs during the year 1910-11 was K«. 2.11-4. 

The return of expenditure on ancient monument* received from the 
Kflthuwad Political Agents Sorath Print in Kathiawad for the 

last year's report was receiveJ too late to W Included 
in it. It stated that nn expenditure of Its, 1,871-3-3 was incurred by liis 
Highness the N;_uvib Siheb of Jmifig&illi in repairing the famous temple of 
Somanath* at Prabhiksa Pattan. The repairs consisted lu replacing all the 
broken portions of the outer eliull of the wall with ham mar-dr eased &i|iiaro stones 
of the same height as the original courses of the old masonry, making tho outer 
surface nf the stone rough and uneven in imitation of the original appearance of 
the building, and many pieces of sculpture have been replaced in their proper 
places. 

All the hollow joints of the old masonry have been filled up with chi pa of 
stones fixed in cement mortar making the surface of the masonry rough and 
uneven and in keeping with the old work. 

Portland cement pointing has boon done throughout the building, very 
little cement mortar being used in the joints au Hint it may not be seen from tin* 
outside. 

The ground around the building has been levelled for 60 feet in width and 
eloped towards the sea for drainage. 

The broken beams of the north and south bnlcouiol windows have been 
replaced, aud this portion of the structure put into a good state of repair. 

The dangerous part** of the overhanging portion of the concrete on the roof 
of the southern Prtdakokna [PraiLiksUind passage) and the tn<inrlapa have been 
removed to prevent accident ami the round edges of the remaining portions of 
the roof have been cement pointed. The back wall of the shrine which has 
fallen down and had been propped up with a stone wall dry set. it has been 
projwrly repaired. 

All the old iron work has been pointed with two coats of coal tar. 

The compound wall has been repaired and duly pointed. 

Many other petty repairs have been done in order to strengthen the build¬ 
ing and. preserve it from further decay. 

The Agent to the Governor, Kithinwid,reports that the Lakhtur State 
spent Rs. 4,000 towards repairs to the Trinetresvara temple situated in the 
Than Mahal, Nu other State in Kathiawid has spent any amount towards 
conservation of ancient monuments,

Tho return of expenditure on conservation of ancient monuments in 
His Highness the Gatkwar of Barodo’s territory for 
Baroda ' the year 1909-10 was received too late for its inclusion 

in the last year’s Progress Report, It was, however, blank. During the year 
under report, I am glad to record that His Highness has spent 5,049*4-9 

in conserving the famous Uudrn Mhla temple at Siddhapur built by Biddhuraja 
Jaysing Chav da. His Highness has also sanctioned an estimate for its. 1LJMI 
for" repairs to the famous temple of Suryn, the Sun God, at Mudhera, These 
repairs were suggested by my predecessor, Mr, Coupons.

The Resident, Indore, reports that no conservation 
works were undertaken during the last official year. 


The Political Agent, Baghelkhand, forwarded a copy of a note 
furnished by the Rewa Darbar showing the progress 
ag e an made during 1910-11 with the preservation of ancient 

monuments in that State. It is as follows :— 


“ No conservation or protection work was undertaken during the year. 
The shed protecting the Piawan inscriptions and the box of the Allaghat 
inscriptions were completed in the previous year and nothing else is found 
necessary at these places at present. 

“ The work at the temples at Amarkantak could not be taken up during 
the year owing to urgency of other works at Amarkantak in connection with 
the Shio Ratri fair at the holy place. It is proposed to take up the preservation 
work during the year 1911-12. 

“ The following 'works which are perhaps not of archaeological interest 
were taken up during the year:— 

I.—Cleaning silt in the holy kund at Narbuda. This does not appear 
however to be the old or original kund. 

II.—Clearing of jungle near the temples. 

III. —Repairs to the Ahalya Bai Dharamsala (not completed). 

IV. —A shed over the Kapil-pippla, Sangam (not completed). 

The ^ost of the above works is estimated to be Rs. 2,500.”

CONSERVATION NOTES ON ANCIENT MONUMENTS 


Inspected during the year ending 31st March 1911* 


B 639—7 
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HYDERABAD (DECCAN). 

It is pleasant to be able to record here that the very necessary repairs 

suggested by Lord Curzon some years ago, to preserve 
The Cave Temples ot this wonderful group of ancient monuments from 
£Ucr *' farther decay, have for the most part been completed 

and the caves and temples ur« MOW m a fair state of preservation. However, 
there atill remains a certain amount of work to be done before they can be said 
to be in thorough state of repair. 

The chief cause of decay in monuments of this kind h due to excessive 
moisture caused by improper drainage allowing the interiors of tbo eaves to 
remain partly under water for many months during the year. These caves 
were originally provided with terraces or flat open spaces iu front, the ground 
level of which was usually lower than that of the door lev«l of the caves, so that 
no rain water could possibly find its way into l he interiors except through 
natural fissures in the rook-cut roofs above. The greater part of these terraces 
still remains, but owing to rocks and debris having fallen from the el ids above 
from time to time, the level of the terrace is sow often higher than that of the 
floor level of the cave, so that the whole of the ground floors of such caves must 
necessarily be under water during the rains. The only remedy for this is to 
remove the accumulated stone rubbish iu front of the caves, and to reduce the 
level of the terrace, if necessary, by excavation, until the floor level of the cave 
or its verandah is at least one foot above the level of the terrace. This is a 
very much better plan than budding a low wall straight across the front of the 
cavo to keep out rain water. This latter method should only be adopted when 
the caves arc of minor importance and with a view bo economy. But should 
there be any natural fissures in the roof where water may percolate through 
into the interior (and, I believe, this docs happen in some cases, although I have 
not yet had an opportunity of inspecting the caves during the rains), such a 
wall would probably only add to the destruction of the cave unless proper drain¬ 
age exits were provided at each end in order to run off any water that may find 
its way into the interior through the roof, 1 would therefore suggest that the 
former method he employed wherever and whenever possible. 

In those caves where the floor level is well above the level of the terrace 
or ground line outside, the pillars, columns and sculptures are usually in an 
excellent state of preservation and need no repairs of any kind. This dearly 
proves that the cauae of decay is due to damp, caused by Improper drainage. 
It i a impossible to exaggerate the importance of providing proper draiimgc 
wherever necessary. For, unless this provision is made, all the good work that 
has recently bean done in replacing missing columns with new stone pillars will 
eventually prove so much money and time wasted. A_n attempt to provide 
drainage to some of the caves has been made, but the work in most cases has 
been carried out iu suchja, careless manner that It ceases to be of any practical 
utility. 

1 understand that it has been a practice of recent years to lease out certain 
caves to neighbouring villagers Tor religious ami pecuniary purposes. The 
result of this is that a great number of interesting and valuable sculptures have 
been disfigured with daubs of red paiut and grotesque ornament, obviously the 
work of the local artist. This practice should cease and every attempt should 
be made to remove these disfigurement* by scrubbing down the sculptures with 
soap and lint water. There would bo no objection to any of the caves or temples 
being used for religious purposes as long as the worshippers refrained from 
altering or disfiguring the caves or sculptures in any way. I was amused to 
find that the local Hindu carpenters have appropriated the large image of 
Buddha iti the Chnitya cave as their own special deity, to whom they make little 
offerings and daily worship. Needless to any they nave given the id id a liberal 
Coating of red paint and have picked out the leading features in black and white, 
producing n most ludicrous effect. There h no doubt that the construction of 
the roof, which is a stone model of a wooden ribbed roof, led them to select ibis 
particular cave as their place of worship. Since most authorities agree that 
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the whole history of Indian Architecture points conclusively to previous construc¬ 
tion in wood, it ih interesting to find that even thesfi humble villH^e carpenters 
have observed that this particular cave is a representation of a large wood en¬ 
rooted Assembly Hall. 

A number of wire-netted duo** and windows havo been provided t© keep 
the interiors of certain cave* free from bats. But m visitor and pilgrims are 
apt to leave the doors open when they depart, the custodian should be instructed 
to see that they are all properly closed every day at bun-set. 

Manv of the decayed and missing column* have been replaced by well-built 
st-nie pillars, hut it will be necessary to continue this good work for some time 
to come before some of the eaves can be said to be free from wll danger ol their 
roofs collapsing. However it will be useless to build any more new pillars 
until proper drainage has been provided where necessary. 

The KnllflfWl — An an earlv example of the Hravidian style of Hindu 
temple ou» grand scale, the Kailasa which dates from the seventh century 
A. D. is umivnlled, and may justly bo considered ns one of the wonders of the 
world. It is a monolith on an enormous scale, the temple being elaborately 
carved inside and outside, out of t single huge rock U:it Ending after a wide 
iXtftfiage had been out away in the hillside around it. Out of tin* living roi-k 

were cut shrines, porches, columns, hails, steps, gallon^ roof* and the moat 

detailed sculpture* *oina 1,300 years ago. Fortunately, it w still to. a very lii«r 
state of preservation, but potty repairs are necessary to arrest further decay. 
5£j <*n best bu done by a aystemntio fill big up of all the numerous fmm, 
r racks and cavities ih the walls, pillars, columns, ahriaes, porches and in both 
lartre and small sculptures, with good sound cement or mortar, properly coloured 
to match the old stone work. Tim great gateway or gopu rum, the largo 
elephants and isolated pillar* in the courtyard are m special need of repairs of 

this nature. The same remarks apply to the outtddo of the roof which. i* iu urgunt 
noed of repairs, as booh ®a all signs of vegetation have reuum* \ 

A portion of the old painting on the coiling of the pne* in front-( tho 
entrance to the mandupn of the temple, shows sign* ot bcooramg detached mid 
bhdSgerof falling iu3 becoming lost It may bo a* wall to remove this 
portion to a Museum. The work will require omwiderablo care and should be 
entrusted to the Archeological Department. 

When I visited Ellora in February lost, repairs were being carried out to the 
naileries on the south side of this temple. These consisted of new pillars to 
support the roof of the ground floor and a flight of steps. A flight of stops will 
SSfbe requi red in order to reach the first floor. These gall erica form what one 
inbvht call a thme-atnried cave, the uppermost cave opening out on to the mam 
ro £l on the hillside above. This is a small cave haying a large square opening 
in the centre of its floor presumably for providing light end access to the cavea 

below. Owing to its ryof having becomo decayed in front, there w nothing to 
prevent the surtace water of the hilt above from pouring into its ratenor and 

thence through the Urge opening in its floor into the caves below. This happens 
for several month* every year, with the result that the floors, ceilings, pillars 
anrl sculptures of all the cav eS below are saturated *,t a wnUf and are ^ * 
rotten condition in consequence. It is of little uae budding mw atone P l lars 
below to support the decayed stone floor* above, unless provision is made to 
stop this continual flow of water through these caves during the wt . 
can only be accomplished by building a small projecting stone verandah in trout 
of the cave on the lull above and providing proper damage e*> that it mg be 
impossible for any rain water to find ita way mto the interior of thwuavo. When 
this is dune, the lower caves should be thoroughly cUncd cut as most of hen 
are in a til thy condition and are very damp. To malm matter® 'vr.rae, the lo cal 

rnad contractor has fecn rectatly quarrying atone on the hillside imme<-ia^y 

abov« these cave* for the bet si* months, with the result that port of the na.ural 
toof above is now reduced to about half its original thickness. It will be neces¬ 
sary to fill UP all the holes and pit* made by the quarrymen and to gi* c the 
irrrnmd here a proper gradient in order that tw rein water mav collect at this 
Joint Otherwise in time, tbe roof will become rotten and cudnpse. I gave 
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orders to the custodian in charge of the caves to stop any further stone quarry¬ 
ing in any part of the bill adjacent to the caves. It is amazing to think that 
the road contractor ever received permission to carry oat this colossal piece of 
stupidity, and it is to be sincerely hoped that the custodian will take every 
precaution to prevent vandalism of this kind in future. It is of the utmost 
importance that these particular repairs be carried out before the next rainy 
season, * J 


Chota KaJInsa—This is the name given by Dr. Burgess in his 11 Cave 
Tom pies of Western India *’ to a similar but smaller monolithic temple situated 
in the same hill, about a quarter of a mile to the north of the Knilasa. The 
name U a little incongruous since the structure in question is a Jaiua temple. 
However since it is obviously an inferior and unfinished copy of tbo Kailaua oil 
a smaller scale, the name perhaps is perm tunable. Owing to want of any 
attempt at drainage, the lower portion of the temple and its enclosed courtyard 
are permanently under water. This can only be remedied by cutting a deep 
channel through the entrance gateway. All accumulated rubbish in the 
courtyard should lie removed, together with all sign® of vegetation of any kind. 
The roof is also covered in rank vegetation; this should ha removed and the 
numerous cracks and holes filled up with properly coloured cement. The 
interior should he thoroughly cleaned out and wire-netted doors provided to 
keep out the bats, A proper pathway should be constructed for the use of 
yieitora wishing to inspect the temple, as the present approach is very bad 
indeed, J 


It is impossible to exaggerate the importance of taking every precaution 
Th* t'ltcL Cli[ c v „ at possible to safeguard these priceless anciant menu- 
A]«nu, manta from terther decay and ruin. Of recent years, 

much has been accomplished in this direction, but 
much still remains bo be done before the work here can be said to have been 
satisfactorily completed. The chief cause of decay is due to want of proper 
drain ago to the interiors of tha caves. In many cases the level ol the terrace in 
front of the caves is higher than the floors of the interiors, with the result that 
for many months of the year the ground floors of a number of com are under 
water; and oven when the water eventually evaporates and disappears the 
interiors are left damp and saturated with corroding mildew, Thua it tuny be 
seen that the bases and even shafts of a grant number of pillars iind columns 
imvcs entirely iliSHppeared, the ornamental capitals of which likme remain hanmnsj 
from the roof tike gigantic stalactite In than* eaves where the floor® an 
above the * level of the terrace outside* the pillars and columns are usually in m 
excellent state of preservation, which clearly proves that the chief cause of decay 
is due to water being allowed to collect and remain for months every year in the 

In order to prevent this, the level of the terrace should be reduced bv 
removing the accumulated rocks and debris now collected in front of a number 
of cava?, Hus will be no e asy teak since the quantity of fallen debris m*v in 
some cases be estimated by the ton. However there is no alternative of any 
practical value, except in a few remote costs where the cave* are of minor 
importance, a stone wall about one foot in thickness and varying from two to 
three feet in height might be constructed straight across the entrance from end 
to end, in front of the pillars supporting the verandah roofs. Steps on both 
sides of such a wall would be necessary far the use of visitors wishing to irwnect 
the interiors. In eaves where water is known to percolate through natural 
Enures m the rock above, a wall of this kind would be useless utiles! provided 
with proper drainage holes at each end to allow of the water inside escaping 
lhere is no doubt that the proper course is to reduce the level of the terrace in 
the manner suggested above ; this would effectually prevent all possibility of 
ram water collecting nml remaining in the ca ves. Unless provision is made for 
this vary necessary precaution, the pillars* columns and valuable sculptures will 
continue to decay until in time, what is now, one of the mart interesting 
wonders of the world will cease to te of any special interest. I noticed that 
some attempt to drain the fronts of a few caves had been made, but the work 
had been so badly earned out as to be fnctieally useless. 


Whgn proper drainage has been provided it will be necessary to replace 
moat of the miesing pillars and columns by carefully built , well-dressed atone 
piIIare, square in plan ; the work lining carried nut In tho same excellent manuer 
as the repairs to the missing pillars of the care*temples at Flllora, 

A number of wire-uetfed door and window frames hare been fixed in the 
rock-cut openings of the most important caves in order to prerantbats from 
fouling the interiors and damaging the pain line's. Owing to the difficulty in 

S etting the woolen frames to fit accurately, a smalt space has, in some eases, 
ten left between the frame and the adjacent stone-work ; the result being that 
the bate find an easy access in spite of tlie doors and windows being kept closed. 
These interstices should be carefully filled up with good Hound mortar. A 
number of iIib doors and window# have warjied no that it is impossible to close 
them properly. This should be remedied at once and the wire-netting should 
also be repaired where necessary. 

As the doors are not kept locked and are usually left open by visitors when 
they depart* it is essentia! that the custodian in charge of the caves be given 
strict order* to personally see that all doors and windows are closed every day 
at sunset, Otherwise the cavu« will always remain infested with foul stinking 
bats. 

The wire fence erected along the edge of the terrace should be repaired 
where necessary. 

BHOPAL STATE. C. 1. 

Thank:- to the handsome manner in which Her Highness the Begum came 

forward a few years ago and had the grand old tope 
The (treat T*pe *t 5 #nehi. | fllt i nto a fiOI3U( | ^ uf repair* this superb monument 

with its massive rails and glorious gateways is now in ait excellent state of 
preservation. This is indeed something to feel grateful for, when we consider 
that this monument dates in all probability from the third century B.C. It 
is necessary to have seme practical knowledge of building const rue tin a to fully 
appreciate the work of repairs carried out under the eu jierin tend once ot the late 
Mr. Cook. The huge monoliths which form tho posts and mils wore all brought 
from the stone quarry at Fhora, a distance of 8 or 9 miles* over n roadless 
country. The transport of theae gigantic blocks of «tone was no easy task and 
many carts were smashed to pieces during their transit. Then there was the 
difficulty of getting them up the hill and fixing them in position. The same 
remarks apply to the repairs tothe a mailer tope which is now in a good state of 
preservation. 

When these repairs were carried out, it was aho found to be necessary to 
build a buttress around the south-west portion of the base of the big tope. 
JJUre the foundations had sunk, earn i ng the body of the tope at this point to 
slip out of position and many of the stone posts to sink into the ground snapping 
Ui.dr rails in the process. The question naturally arises as to why the tiwula- 
tioiis sank ? I am inclined to think that the cause is due to want of proper 
drainage around the base of the tope. The ground here in certain places is 
lower than the rest of the terrace on which the tope stands, with the 
result tliftt nun water trtu&fc necessarily collect around the base for seven] 
months every your. This make# tho ground softer hero than elsewhere and 
is thus unable to resist the crushing weight of tho tope and its massive rails 
and gate ways. On some of the old pillars 1 distinctly saw flood levdl marks 
about nine inches in height which clearly proves that this portion of the ground 
is under water during the rains. U tiles* immediate provision is made to prevent 
this in the future, it is reasonable to suppose that the sinking of the foundations 
will continue, with the result that in time all the expensive repairs recently 
earrit'd out may prove so much money and time wasted. Ii this theory of mine 
is correct, thu new buttress will only tend to increase the evil owing to its 
additional weight, A few hundred rupees spent now in providing proper 
drainage to the tope may bo the means of saving some thousands of rupees in 
carry-bib out repairs in the future. I noticed that a shallow trench had Wn 
lOlPfl Agn pFesuuMibly with a view to draining tins hut £ks it i» 

now partly silted up, it is quits useless. Moreover, about half a down mich 
drains would be required, and they would have to be masonry lined il they are 
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to be of any practical use. T hope to be able to visit Sanchi during the rains 
when I trust the State Engineer will be able tu meet me so that we Van discus 
the matter on the spot end determine where the drains can be placed to the 
best advantage. We do not want the circular terrace around the tope made 
unsightly by numerous open drains radiating from the tope like the spokes of 
wheel. If a fhlrlv broad open gutter, lined with concrete and cement, is 
constructed around thu tope, outside the line of rails, underground water pipes 
could then be used instead of unsightly open drains. 

Many of the paving stones of the perambulation path have sunk deep into 
the ground; these should be takeu up and re-set in good chick beds of concrete. 
This is important for rain water collects at the** points and percolates into tho" 
foundations. This path should be put into a thorough state of repair and made 
as water-tight as possible. 

A little more care should he, taken in removing small trees and bushes from 
the surface of the tope. These have bcon roughly hacked tiff Hush with the 
masonry. This is not sufficient; the remains of the roots should be carefully 
cut out as far and as deeply as possible, with a hammer and chisel, and all 
hob's i n the masonry thus caused or by missing stoma should be carefully 
tilled up with new atones. Only short gra>s should bo allowed to remain 
on tin; surface of the dome of the tope, as this is beneficial in throwing off 
rain water which would otherwise percolate into the body of the tope? Tl 
also adds to the picturesquencss of this graud old monument. 

A heavy metal strap, with eyelets opposite each gateway, uow encircles 
the lower portion of the tope. This is a very wise precaution" os it not only 
tends to prevent the tope from bulging, but everything is m>w ready should 
any of the pillars of the gateways got out of plumb through their foundations 
sinking. The pillars of the northern gateway are decidedly out of plumb, but 
now that they have been strengthened at the buck with iron stays, it is to b« 
hupi-il that this evil will cco^e. However this cannot Iw expected only** proper 
drain age is provided. 1 K " 

„ The broken image of the large sitting Buddha, at the base of the tope on 
tho north side, should be carefully refixed. At present the head is lyino in the 
lap of the image, Q 

Close to the southern gateway there is the lower portion of a broken shaft 
of rm A soka pillar. It appears to have been struck by lightning to judge from 
the extraordinary maimer in which the remains of the shaft, although still 
standing, hove been aloft asunder. These broken pieces should be pushed back 
into their original positions and securely fastened together with a strong mctil 
Btrafi, Painted the oamo colour as the stone. The beautiful lion capita! which 
once adorned this* pillar, is now standing in a line of broken sculptures opposite 
this gateway on the far side of the terrace. It should bo brought buck to its 
origin a] site. That is to say, a neat masonry pedestal about three feet high 
should be built close to the broken shaft, and the capital set up upon it, sn that 
visitors may see and know that it was here that the great Emperor Asoka 
whose rule extended practically over the whole peninsula, erected this beautiful 
column. According to Cunningham these pillars or columns of A soka were 
usually erected before ft sliipti or tope was actually built. So, as the date of 
fchw particular pillar has been assigned by scholars to be 230 B C we mav 
presume that the actual building of the top* did not take place until ?ome years 
later. The variation >n the excellence attained by the different sculptors who 
ornamented tho four gateways or " formas " of the to|m tends to prove that 
this work must have been carried out at different periods, This becomes 
particularly obvious when we compare the sculptures of the great tope with 
tho**) o! the smaller one on the: hillside below. As a rule, the earliest sculp¬ 
tures yet discovered in India show n marked superiority in the- artistic ability 
oi the sculptor and a distinct classical influence which is almost entirely wautliiir 
in later work.* J 5 
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The large iron winch anil old mortar wheel lyin'* on the terrace, although 
exceedingly useful instruments in currying Out repairs, am not things of beauty 
and should ho removed out of sight. Any pits and holes in the terrace 
should he filled up anti la veiled. 

On looking over sotne old photographs of the tope taken by my predecessors 
some years ago, 1 was astonished at the rapid increase of jungle growth around 
the topes. This h a great pity, ns the proper setting for such magnificent 
monuments is parklik- surroundings; that is to say, the compound and the 
terraces shouhi be entirely free from jungle growth and rank vegetation, gross 
alone being allowed to grow, with here and there a few large and stately trees, 
hut not too many of them, and even these should not bw allowed to remain if 
they come within a radius of fifty yards of the topes. There are few ancient 
sites in India which lead themselves so favourably to being artistically laid 
out as thin one. Imagine the cromlechs at S3 tonehenge surrounded by scrub 
jungle and stunted trees and one can form some idea as to how the topes at 
Sfincbi might be improved by the clearing of the site. 

The question of a sculpture-shed and enclosure for the housing of the 
numerous broken sculptures, inscribed stones and pi]hr*, is, I understand, under 
consideration, so there is no necessity for me to dwell upon the subject here. 
At present most of these valuable antiquities are doing duty as an enclosure 
wall around the terrace of the big tope. It is to be sincerely hoped that this 
wretched state of attain* will not Im allowed to remain for bug, 

BOMBAY PRESIDENCY. 

Than a District. 

The first work required to be taken in hand with regard to these caves 

is the construction of a rood, or at bast a proper 
KuikriCivn. cart track, from Borivli Kailway Station to the foot 

of the hill where the caves are situated, a distance of about live mile*. At 
present an tnfamous track is the only moans of approaching these interesting 
old monuments From the railway. 

The notice board warning visitors lo abstain from defacing or injuring the 
caves requires repainting and re-lotto ring. I noticed one cave fall of interesting 
basrdief sculpture which, had boon converted into a modern Hindu shrine, with 
the result that the sculptures have been completely ruined with daubs of red paint 
and charcoal lettering, ete. It is essential that a proper custodian be appointed 
to look after these caves in order to prevent visitors from scribbling or cutting 
their names on the walls, pillars and sculptures, or pilgrims from defacing the 
images with red point or lighting fires for the proportion of their food inside 
or in close vicinity to the caves. When I inspected these oaves on tho 17th 
November l|10 I found at least fifty pilgrims thorn, who had arrived the night 
before, but there was no one in charge of the caves. I was ^hewn a small cave 
whi ch had boon converted into u dwelling for a custodian, bat it was occupied 
by a particularly dirty looking tramp who informed us ou enquiry that there 
was no custodian in charge of the caves. 

There would be no objection to pilgrims and others taking shelter in the 
caves during the day or night, as toug os they lit no fires in*idc and left the 
place dean when they departed and refrained from defacing the sculptures. 
But this can only be enforced by a residential custodian. 

The caves require to be re-numbered in white paint, cure being taken to 
number ilium neatly and in such a manner as to prevent tho number appearing 
in a photograph of a front elevation. This can b« done by placing the number 
on the side' of a wall or pillar and not un the front of it. The caves should be 
numbered in the order given in tho site plan accompanying tlw description of 
these caves in the Bombay Gazetteer, Thfina District, Volume XIV, published 
1882. 

The outer entrance to tbs largo C baity a cave has been partly filled up 
with blocks of stone. These should be removed and the ground in front cleared 


of rubbish and levelled, Originally a (light or 4 of 5 steps led up to this 
entrance from the terrace below, now oversown with rank vegetation. The 
ground should be excavated and removed don n to the original line of the lowest 
step which is the original level of the terrace. I f any remains of the old ittipat 
which apparently once existed on this terraca should be found when removing 
the accumulated rubbish, their sites should be carefully preserved so that 
visiters may see where they once existed. The terrace should be cleared and 
levelled on both aides >-f the entrance as for ns possible in order to show its much 
of the old terrace as may exist. 


All rank vegetation growing immediately in front or in dose vicinity to 
any of the caves should bo removed end the interiors of the caves kept clean. 

The Grot impression conveyed to one’s mind on approaching this fine old 
AmMn, B th a rarK.iy B . temple is that it appears totally neglected and 

uiic&red Tor, This impression is created by the 
untidy state of the compound which i* strewn w ith numerous pieces of alone, 
broken sculptures, remains of cooking-fires, old papers ami other rubbish, the 
whole enclosed with a very dilapidated compound wall and a decayed [light 
of stepu leading down to the stream on the west side. Many of the sculptures 
and memorial nones scattered about are worthy of preservation and should bo 
placed in the entrance porches which surround the temple on three sides ; here 
they would be protected from the effect of ruin and sun. The loose stones might 
be utilized in building up the compound wail and also in making a line 0 of 
stepping-stones across the si ream for the use of visitors who now have to walk 
along the bank of the stream until n negotiable place is found suited to his or 
her age and agility. The tree growing on th* south-east side of the building 
should be cut down and the large houghs of the big tree on the north-east 
side which now overhung the temple should bo removed. The same remarks 
apply to vegetation in the compound wall arid on the temple itself. All small 
trees and rank vegetation adjacent to-Hie building or its compound should be 
destroyed. The entrance into the omupournd on the east side is in fi most 
dilapidated condition and, I think the fulkn pillar here, might bu set up and 
Home attempt made to improve the condition of the approach on this aide. 
Rubble masonry, set dry, is quite good enough for the purpose, as the main 
object U to rethiu the original outline of the old entrance and the compound 
walls and to preserve at the same time what little remains of the ornamental 
portions. 


The interior of the roof of the main hall of the temple and also of Mm 
ceilings of its porches arc for the most part in a cracked and dangerous condition, 
oncitii struts with plates have been erected where necessary in order to prevent 
these portions of the building from falling in. Although not objects of beauty, 
tht-F;e posts are a necessity, but they requ ire ini mediate attention as some of 
them Lave fallen down, possibly they have liceu knocked down by cattle. o& I 
noticed ttumistakealde "igns that cattle arc in the habit of coming into the 
compound owing to the want of a proper wall to keep them out. The rotten 
post, in the north porch should bo renewed. 

As this monument is not of sufficient interest or value to justify the 
expense of appointing a special custodian to look after it, I would suggest that 
ii should be inspected ns often «» possible by an official of the Public Works 
Department, who should submit a report wheu any repairs become necessary. 

PRESIDENCY DISTRICT, 


Great progress bos been made in repairing and renewing the decayed and 
Elephant* OCH. UUBsing pillar* support mg the roof of these popular 

caves. Perhaps the pleasant sea trip to the island 
iiTirl their unique and beautiful situation have its much or more to do with Umir 
popularity than their archaeological interest or historical value. 


A now rustic «helter has been erected dose to the caves for the use of 
visitors. Formerly a dilapidated old abed was the only accommodation available 
for those who Wished to rest or take refreshments. 
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Dhnrwar District 

e The beautiful atone temple of SiddheSvara, is in * 

good state of preservation. Only petty repairs are 
now required. 

There are a number of inscription and memorial stones sectored about tlio 
compound, some of them are leaning against the Bide walls of the small shrine 
on the south side of the temple. These should all be collected and set up in the 
front porch of the temple, otherwise they may get damaged or the villagers may 
remove them to decorate their own houses. 

There are five or six small masonry tombs erected to British officers and 
men who died at Hubli io 1818, These are situated 
just outside tho city by the road side, Tho tombs 
require repairs, plastering, white-washing and in some cases now inscriptions 
nr* necessary and the plot of ground on which the touibs are situated should be 
enclosed with an iron standard and wire fence with a gateway leading on to the 
main road. 

The Temple of Dodda Rasa van n4 is in fair condition but the following 
Dim bat- repairs are necessary. The large cavities in the 

north-west and front of the sanctum tower outside, 
should be built up in plain block in course stone work following the same fines 
as the old work but without any attempt at ornamentation, Tho cavity in 
front of the tower has at some period been roughly repaired, but this work 
should be dismantled and done properly. There is any quantity of stone for 
this purpose lying about the compound so the repairs wdl not be of a costly 
nature. The loose atones lying on the roof should be replaced if possible in 
their original positions when the repairs to the tower are in progress and the 
necessary scad'oJJiug is available for this purpose. 

The circular opening over the sanctum entrance and the openings in the 
room containing the Urge image of the bull Nandi should be closed with small 
mesh wire-netting and the temple door should be kept closed at night otherwise 
the place will always bn infested with bats. 

Here there is a very fine group of early Hindu temples dating from the 
ninth century A-D.j, in the Dravidian style. They are 
s " conspicuous for their elaborate carvings and sculptures, 

tooth without and within. One of them is dedicated to SamsvatT, goddess of 


learning. The finest part of this temple is its porch, which contains some 



with it. 


Fortunately the Public Works Department have put these temples into a 
sound state of repair. Only petty repairs from time to time will now become 
necessary in order to save them from further decay. 

Temple of Kaai vis veil vara i The platform on which die two shrines stand 
has been repaired and this work should be completed 
uod< ’ all round the temple, following the lino of the old 

platform. In order to do this, the modem mud walls which now encroach ou tu 
the old platform on the south aide should be removed. 

The unsightly Mocks of stone that have been placed at the entrances to 
keep out cattle should be removed. 

Provide wire-netted tank wood doors to all door-ways and remove the 
unsightly iron bars now fixed in tho entrance on the south side. The door¬ 
frames should be fixed inside the temple and in such a manner as to show as 
little as possible from outside. These doors should be provided with hasps, 
clasps and padlocks and the doors kept locked, Tlie koy being in the custody 
of some village official, to be appointed by the Public Works Department,

Gol Gum ha*. — The boles in the outside of th* dome which originally held 
fl)| large iron rings* should be dosed and cemented over 

to keep out the rain water and to prevent the parrots 
from destroying the masonry. 

The two entrances into the whispering gallery should bo provided with 
teak wood door-frames covered with small Lueah wire-net ting to keep out bats 
and birds which still foul the interior in spite of the wire-netting that has 
already been provided over other openings into the interior.

The names and school-boy scribbling* on the walls, etc., should 
removed, lor if loft, they only tnoonrage other visitors to do the same, 

Jhtnt Masyid.—When I inspected this building on the 24th November 1910, 
I found repairs being carried out to the fioinls of the minarets around the large 
dome. When these repairs are finished no further repairs appear necessary. 1 
think it would improve the appearance of the compound if alt the trees were 
removed and only grass allowed to grow which should be kept short, 

A6ar Mahal.—The costly repairs to this building, suggested by my 
predecessor, Mr, Coustms, are in progress* and it Is to be hoped the work will be 
finished before the rains, us the building at present is without a roof. 

Ibrahim Rauza.—The corbels supporting the cornice of the mosque should 
be renewed and repaired where necessary in the wane excellent manner da that 
portion which was restored a few years ago, Unless this work is carried out 
the ornamental surface of the wall below' (which is only of plaster) will become 
ruined. As well, the building at present looks most unsightly with only half 
its cornice repaired and gives an unfinished appearance to the very excellent 
repairs already carried out by the Public Works Department. 

These beautiful old nave temples with their magnificent carvings and 
uadmmi cmvr# interestin'* sculptures, are In an excellent state of 

preservation, having been well cared for by the Public 
Works Department. Fortunately the sculptures and images here have not 
been defaced by pilgrims and others to any serious exteat. It is to be hoped 
that the two custodians in charge will continue to carry out their duties 
la this direction in the future as well as they appear to have done in tlu- 
past. 

Beyond completing the petty repairs to some of the old temples on 
the bonks of Lhe lake, .suggested by my predecessor, no further repairs are 
necessary.

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PROGRESS REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


JODHPUR STATE- 

La-it year'rt report ended with the description of Merita, whore £ was about 
the close of March 1310. The official year no doubt terminated with that month, 
but my touring season continued till the end of April following. This mouth I 
was occupied with inspecting old places that remained to he visited in the 
Media and Eiladl districts o? the Jodhpur State. The first of these that I 
visited was Ketimi, fourteen miles S,S,W. ot Modti, It was conferred 

bat two years ago as jdglr by the late Maharaja 
Surdarsmgh. on his prime minister Pandit Sukhden 
Prasad and has since been called Jean agar after JaAiruntsIngh, father of the 
I*, late prince. Hero I found an ancient £aiva temple of the 10th century 
{Photos. Nos. 3555-57}. It faces the east and consists of a shrine, hall and 
three porches. Of those lost that on the east only is accessible, the others being 
closed. The figures on the exterior of the shrine are all without exception 
disfigured. The principal niches are empty, but that on the south contains a 
modern image of Hanuraan recently put up. The niches are well carved and at 
the bottom of the side pilasters are the images of Gaiigfi and Yamuna, Tn 
addition to the Axhtadikpala*, the or the eight Divine Mothers 

are also carved. The only gods that are figured are Namsimhs on the north and 
Natefvara or Siva dancing on the west. In a niche at the south-west comer of the 
mbhii-m(tn<]apa is a curious sculpture of apparently a female with a child on her 
lap (Photo! No. 3061). It certainly represents Erishgakroga, /. e, t Ydfoda with 
the infant Krishna. A similar image has been found in the Gndarmal temple 
at Pa{bari, Central Provinces, but here Yaloda U shown as lying duivn. The 
friezes on the pillars on the sa i tyhtpn immediately below the domical 
ceiling are decorated with scenes and incidents from the life of Krishna 
(Photos, Nos. 3558-53), ami amongst these is one exactly like this. Others 
that can be easily identified are Krishna carried by Vnaudevo, Krishna stealing 
butter, Krishna suckling Piltana to death and on forth. 

2. In the tubhd-mandapa are no less than four inscriptions, one of which 
is well-nigh gone ami the others more or less illegible. The earliest consists of 
three parts. The first is dated Sweat U7G VaUdkha tudi 15 Gurued^e. 
and records that on this day which was the day of a lunar eclipse wan made 
eome grant to the god Gunedvura by the Rajput (R&japutni) Haul Mali i pa la 
and the ChdihHat/iana (Chohnn) Rudra of Kishkindba (Kekiml). The second 
port of the inscription is dated tfamcai 1S00 Cftattra *udi 14 Somav&rt, 
and speaks of a grant to Gaged vara by one Chopadeva, The grant consisted 
of oihi Aura ka uf wheat (godhuitia) from each arahatta ot machine well* The 
third port has the date Savwat ISOS Chaitra Midi 14 Oarm , and records two 
separate grants of Mni £ri-Samvaladevi and Kanaka ori-SalnniapIda (In¬ 
scription No. 2529). The second insaription bears the date Samvai 117$ 
QkaftwM 1* when Hlahamatvlalika Srl*Rdnaka Piplaraja atid Hri-lfciihb&niu- 
sakadevi were ruling at Kishkindha (Inscription No. 2527), The third, simply

gives the date Sam vat 1224, and mattes mention of three separate grants to 
the gixl Gune4v*ra, one hy Maidmandatciipira Sri-Jasdhnrapfila, the other 
by the Mahajanas, and the third by the Sims (cultivators) (Inscription 
No, 252B), 

3., The temple is now dedicated to Ni!aka jj the*Mahadeva, hut the name 
of the god was undoubtedly Guneavara in the twelfth century ns is clear from 
the inscriptions. But I have nu doubt that it was originally dedicated to mine 
goddess as appears from the figures of the Athtamatris on the outside walls of 
the shrine. Probably the sculpture of Yatfoda-Krishna lying in the hall and 
which has just been referred to was originally placed in the sanctum and was the 
object of worship there, especially as all the figures on the friezes belong to the 
life of Krishna. 

4, Close beside this temple is another, a Jaitia one faring the north 
(Photo, No. 3562), It is dedicated to the Tlrtharokarn Parfvanatha. Ex¬ 
cepting the ceding of the fabh&man/Japa (Photo. No, 3563) and a few pillars, 
everything is modern. The former arc a twelfth century work, and the latter 
belongs to the time of the inscription engraved »n a pillar of the hall (Inscrip¬ 
tion Xo, 2526). It refers itself to the reign of Gaj.isimha, son of Snrasiriiha, 
grandson of ITd&yarimhii and great grandson of M&Hadtiva of the ItaUiAuda 
(Rfithod) dynasty. Malfndeva is of course Mtildev. With regard to Udnyasimha 
it says that Ah ahbara (Akbar) of the family of Babbara (Babnr) conferred the 
title Sfihi on him and that he was generally known as Vriddharaya because 
be was the oldest (vriddka) of the contemporary kings, Vriddhttraja, of 
course, corresponds to Mota-riya, by which n;*tue he was better known than by 
Udayasimha itself. But he was called Mota-mja, not because he was the 
eldest of bis contemporary kings but a imply because be was the fattest. The 
inscription then speaks of one Jogh, residing in Kekiod, who was an Osval by 
caste and belonged to the UchiUvfila gotra. Uchitavala in now known as 
IJsatval. His son was Natha, and the wife of the latter Gujaro-de, From 
them sprang Napa, who married Naval a-do, They bad five sons colled Asa, 
Amrita, Sudharoiasimba, Udaya. and Saduls. Asa's wife was ISarupadevi, of 
whom were born Vlrad&sa sad Jlvarfija. Amrita’s wife was Amoliku-de, 
who had the eons, Mauohara and Yardhamatist. Sudharmarimba’A wife was 
Dharalnde, and Udaya'e UchharaftgadevL With these members of his family 
Nfij.fi made a pilgrimage to Ujfayanta and Satrupjaja in V, E. 1659, 
ArWtngiri, Banapura end Narad apurl in the country of &ivapnr] were visited 
iu V. E, 1G64. Arbudagiri is of course Abu, Kfinnpur is six miles to the 
south of Sndodt in the Balt district.

15. From .Ajmer I went to Kishangotlh, and spent nearly a month in 
KimANrAnH exploring the State. Klsbarigmlh was founded by 

Maharaja Kishunsitigh in V. S, 1363. He was a son

minister and broth*r*iu*Juiv of the latter was Goimlas, u fihuti, who was inimi- 
colly disjKtseil towards Kishatisingh. Ki&hansingh's jtitjir was at first Asop, 
But the rich town was wrested from him, and an uiuigmfioaut village called Dudod 
wus given instead. He was similarly staying at first in the fort of Jodhpur, hut 
through the machinations of the Iihuti was forced to live in taleti or the suburbs 
below. He was also getting a doily pittance of Rs, ID, but this also was stopped. 
Hi$ condition becoming unbearable, he one day went up on the fort for uu 
interview with hia toother king.

There were 
a Hugo and an image of Elmirava there, which were worshipped by Imu. The 
jogl was respectfully requested to remove elsewhere. This liiuja is now known 
as Kulcivara, «. e- Mflhndeva near the £o{, or fort wall, and Bhairava is now' 
near the bastion on the west aide of the place. The pronounced hissings 
tit the time of leaving the piece, placed hie sacred fire in his cloth, put on his 
hhoes and walked over the water of Gundol&v, and settled himself on an opposite 
hillock on the north bank. 'Ibis is now known hs A»a7M t for which a grant of 
laud was made which is at ill eon tinned by the State, 

16. Ho objects of any great antiquity have so far been discovered at 
Kishangadh. But a cuHoua though modem shrine of Navngrafta may be here 
mentioned. It is on the-south-east of the town near the Buktmgar. It was 
built, I was told, nearly forty years ago by an Osjval celled Raranathsingh 
Mehta, In the shrino i ? an eight-sided fritaWra or pedestal, surmounted by 
Sdryn, the other eight Kavrtfjraha occupying the eight sides. The images of 
Sant, Kahn and Kota are of black stone nod the rest of mirble. Man gala is 
coloured red. Not liir from this is the Gundolav on the hanks of which are no 
less than five Chhatria, One is of KUhausingb, founder of Kishaogadh, The 
-six queens and one I'ftaciutitui that went suit with him are figured on the deell 
in ah l*. Another is of his fourth son liars high, A third is of Mokhamaingh, 
who built a garden called Mojfeham biles on the opposite side of the faint?. The 
fourth is of PrixUvi-iingh, grand lather of the present prince. The fifth is of a 
kharasind or kept, woman of iiukhtn v&rsingh, illcjjitimate son of Pra taps high. 
A little to the west from the ahhatru is Biilaji-lA chabutra. Here is an image 
of Bnlujit with the marble footprints of a sddhu, who from tho inscription 
engraved on it appear* to be Juirarauiajika, pupil of Svaniiji Kfiuiadasaji of the 
Pevaniurara iaifta. The footprints were sot up by his pupil PranadasA on 
Saturday, the fith of the bright half of Ashudha in the [Vikrainu] year 1867, 

17. Twelve miles north-north-west of Kishangmlh Is Salemabad, which is 

salema sAt> the scat of the pontiff of the Nimburka sect of the 

Vuiidinavas. The high priest enjoys high honours nut 
only amongst the chiefs of Rajpulana but generally ad over India. Salemabad 
was founded, it is said, about V, 8. 1615, when Bhfiti Gnpaidnsjl was living. 
He was in charge of Ak bar's ranodd, and was a hhomia of this place. His 
descendants now stay at tUmjadla >" Jodhpur, Paru£mama, cue of the poiitiita 
of the Ni m bark a sect, came from Saharan pur and was living in Pushkar. lleis 
tho author of many Sanskrit works, and one Hindi work of his is Parastt-r&mt** 
stagara, which ta competed in the Safchi metro* While going to Pushknr ho 
happened to come to thin place with his paraphernalia ami his train of followers. 
Beneath njctl tree he prepared a fire and settled himself there for some time. 
BbhtI Gopaldns came to pay his homage, and requested the ascetic to show hint 
the path to surttmum bmvm. Ho was told to serve the cows, Brfihmaqas and 
saints. Paralurama kept his disciple Harbins in charge of his establishment, 
ajid ojjcriud an alms-house for distributing kUchdi gratis, which continues to the 
porsont day. Tho jdt tree is gone, and in its place now is a vmfahi raised by 
Adhikdn EisImndaHji about twenty years ago. The fire place its still shown. 
It was dug into some time back, and some fragments of pdtu and kmumidoitt 
were found, which are believed to belong to Para^umma. A painting of his 
still eiists in the temple, and a photo, of it is kept in a niche behind his fire 
place. 

1B. Kmperur A kbar was going on pilgrimage to the dargdh of Khwaj&h 
^fuin-ud-Din Chisti of Ajmer. On hie way he stopped near Salcxufvbid. Tho 
.HuhairiTnadane praised ti him the virtues of one \fnstma Shah who waa staying 
in the jungle ot PinglnJ, and tho Hindus of Pumaurania. Akbar came to sue 
the 11 iiidu aaittt and offered him valuable clothes, which Para£urumn threw into 


fire, implying that they were not needed for him, an ascot ic. But the emperor 
became enraged, and demanded them back. Faradurama Btiiotl his pair of 
tongs and took out the duthwi, which to the surprise of everybody were whole 
and corin', Akbar fell at his feet, and begged his pardon which was readily 
given* Aibar asked for a spa and his boon was granted. And it was after 
his non Salem that the place, it in said, was named Sulemiibad. 

iy, 'The ten* ['Is of the Nimhfirkn sect at Salem;! bad is dedicated to Rad lift ■ 
M&dhayji (Photo. No. 3057). The image, it is said, bun originally been worn 
on the head by Jayadova, the author of the Gita-Goitindn. It was lying in a 
vavetn near the Govmda-kunda in Govardhana near Mai liura, nod was being 
worship[nal by a Bengali woman. While Goviiubusarap-a, a pontifi of the Nim- 
bhrka sect, wag making a ciircuummhulatiaii round this mountain, he happened 
to stop near the hmla and oiler obeisance to the god. A wish sprung up in 
hia mind that he should have this image on his head. At night be saw* the god. 
iu a dream, who sold that his wish also was to be on Go viudaaamnn'a head and 
ordered the latter to take him. His men brought a palanquin, placed the god 
in it, and took him to Bharatpur. When it became known to the Bengalis, no 
less than five thousand of them went to the prince of Bharatpur with their 
grievance. The prince suggested that both the parties should place slips of 
paper with their request at the feet ot the god, who will go with them only 
whose slip will Ira approved of. This was accordingly done and the Thakurji 
decided in favour of Uovindasarapo, Johanna), the prince of Bharatpur, was a 
pupil of Gnvindasarano, mode several presents to the latter and caused the god 
to ne taken to Sul etna bad with great pomp, 

£0. Another divinity of equal or perhaps greater importance i» Sarvefi- 
varajL It is a, &VUtgriimfi, and is believed to have been worn on the head by 
the ssige Kanaka, When Brail made va. told him to do worship, he naked whose 
worship he might perform. He was informed that there was a kunrta called 
Damonara-kupda on the river Gaudaka where h« would find on a tuiai leaf 
some object pervadod by Vishnu. Kanaka wont there and found this Salagrama, 
which was named Sarvelvnru, He placed it on Ins hair, and it. is consequently 
a custom for every pontiff at the time of being enthroned to place Surveavarajl 
on his bead. This is considered such an important feature of the ceremony 
that no pontiff is'believed to be crowned who lias not this Sidagtama placed on 
his head, (Uid wherever th^ jrantiff goes, he may forget other things, but will 
never forget to Lake Sarvesvarajl with him. On the outskirts of the village is 
a step- well of the 1 7r.b century (Photo. Ho, 34136). In a niche of its wall is a 
short inscription saying in a dohd that it woe dug out by one Brahmahari. It 
ends with the date V. S. 1715 and the name of the writer Karodoraiua 
(Inscription No. £539)* 


21. From Salemabnd I proceeded to Hupnagar, six miles uorth-e&st of it. 

The province round about Rupnagar was originally 
rupnaqar. held by the Chohaus. Kotadi, which ie eight miles 

north of Rupntumr and is now held by the Raraiusots, was according to local 
traditions originally the plaoe where the horses of Prithvicaja were kept and 
which contained his granary as the word kolvll shows. In the course of time 
a village sprang up here with this name. Oue of the queens of Prithviraja 
again, it is said, was staying near the tank of Ka$hoda, and a hill close by 
Hupnagar is still known as Kaiji-dutigri. It is said tliat formerly no leas than 
144) bells were ringing of course in as many temples at ELa$hoda» not a trace of 
which now remains. Nay, the well-known horse of Prithvirhjiv colled Syaooa- 
kama was also kept near this tank. When the Chohan sovereign was engaged 
in battles with the Muhammadans, Mlnitii Sabab was fighting at Ajmer, but 
hia maternal uncle Dir Sultan Sal mb fell in a battle near Hupnagar. His head 
fell here, but the trunk went on fighting to Ajmer till it approached Ml ram 
Bahai). The darffdh of Mira Sabah iai an Taragadb near Ajmer, hut that of 
Fir Bultaa Sahah in thv fort of Rilpnagar. About a mils and a half to the 
north of the town tire five memorial stones iu wh;it is l<>cally known a^ 
BdlechOvi-Jcd-f ibd, i,e. the mound of the Balwibh-, a dan of the Chobans. They 
all bear inscriptions, the earliest of which is dated Saihrat 1092 Faiwkfia vudi —. 
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awl the latest Satirat 1109 va<H 16, and speaks of a Chamiipdta ot 

protector of forces, whose name is lost, -tie is lherein called a \ &fBI)lwhi( 
which confirms the tradition that Rupnngar and the district round about were 
once held by the B&techns, 

22, Rilpnagnr was at first known as Vo verb. It wsw inluiliKi-d prmci- 
pfilly by the tiujare, and consisted originally of (wo Ids or localities which are 
UOw called Ajmerittoth-kd mnhalld and J}fiiibhdvtoth-k& muhaUd. In V, S. 
1515 It was hold by the .Tom-Kachhvahas of Mordl, amongst whom was one 
Bhilaji, about whose compelling the Maharapn of Udaipur to marry his 
daughter a funny story is told. It was captured from them in V- S. LtiOO by 
Slaodiyi Euposimhs, in the possession of whoso Family it remained till in V. S. 
17H5 "when it was wrested from them by Bfiparimhn, the fourth king of the 
Kishangodh family and named Rilpnogar after him. Bupsimhft had returned 
from \landalgadh iu Mewar, and had come to fcbh+ place for hunting. And ou 
a precipice he witnessed a shcrgoat bravely defending her kids against five nr 
six tigers that had surrounded her. The sight filled his mind with wonder and 
determined him to erect a fort, which was promptly done. I Slave already said 
(hut, Rupti&gor was originally known as \ avtra, mid certain it is that it whs so 
called till V, S. 1700 ntleast as is evident from an inscription in a step-well of 
Bantivad;, about a mile and a half south of Rfipnagar. The inscription L< dated 
Srl-nripati~V%kramddHya~rdjydi Sam rat 1700 varoshe Sdlisdfiantisdka-Siiics: 
1665 praviirtantdne tnahatitamgalt/a-JPausha-mdse htkla-pphhe para?<tpika 3 
duHt/d Bavi-vdsare Uttnribhddrapada^naJaihatre siddhijogs, wlien Patisaha 
^il-^ahijahurh, i.e. the Euvperor Shah Jehftn, was reigning and when Vuveri 
was held by Maharaja Piipasiiiiha, sod of Bharamalaji of the Rat hods dynasty. 
On this date a step-Well in the village of Vnnevndi (Banevadl) was caused to be 
built and consecrated by one Mukut&maui, eon of Maibur&dSsa, of the Mathura* 
varan! family, the Kayn stint caste, and of the Khoja khdmp, aud a resident of 
Agarn (Agra). Rs. 351 were expended ou the well Outside the town of 
R-upoogar near the ehhatris of BSiarmat and Riipsingh (hero is another known 
us the chhatrt nf Khoja Mukntamaniji, who, therefore, appears to bo a personage 
of some importance. This chhatri has no inscription in it, but the other two 
have inscriptions, From one it appears that Bharmal died at Jufrubiid on 
Monday the 12th of (he bright half of Maghn in V. 3. 16 S5 — 8aka 1550, and 
Ids ijiieeuH died $ati on Monday the 2nd of the bright half of Phalguna of the 
same year.

Hid queens, ^vho were 
three in number, became satis on Wednesday the 4th of the dark half of A^hddha 
of the Barney ear. Their names are; (l) Jiatniiade, a Si-sodani, daughter of 
Minsingh, (2) Raugarfidc;, a Had^ daughter of Iudratal, and (8) Atirftjwide, a 
Goijl, daughter of Girdhardds. The chhatri was raised and consecrated ou 
Monday the 12th of the dark half of Ashmlha in the [Vikraum] year 1720, The 
chhatri# just described are on the outskirts of the town. There is hardly any¬ 
thing of importance or interest in the town itself, except perhaps two things. 
jt One of these is the sculptures of NandUparadeioa in a Saravgi temple. They 
are finite unlike 1 have ever seen of the same subject. Here they arc in llm 
form of n small miniature spire with four sides, each coriUiriiug thirteen 
Tirtharhkanw (Photo. No. 3tHJ0). It was with the greatest difficulty that I 
cimill induce the Qnravgls to allow me to photograph it. The other object of 
jj interest ia a modern image of Surya seated ou a uhariot or rather on a cart of 
the typo that obtain- here, with Aruirn at the other narrow uud driving one 
horw, but with seven fiicu* (Photo.

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23. One mile and a half to the south of the tow? are three memorial

nod that if wo made no pradakthiim after having i-ome from such a long distance 
a* that of Poona, Matit would be angry with us. This produced the desired 
effect on their minds, and the very 'next. day they employed several men and 
cleared almost the whole jungle. 

26. The temple faces the cast. The shrine door is old, but coated with 
I. whitewash (Photo. No. 3661). In the centre on the lintel is -sonie goddess, 

flanked by in us id ana and attendants. In the principal niches on the exterior 
are Gannpati on the south, Surya on the west (back) (Photo. No, 3065), and 
Mahistiasuramordim on the north. The outside walls and the lowermost 
portion of the spire are old and form the only surviving portions of the old 
temple (Photo. No. 3663). MThcn the jungle was cleared, the basements of two 
shrines were discovered, which together with two similar ones in the front and 
tire central shrine originally formed a pn hchtiynfuna. Two curious sculptures 
also were found, which were parts of the back shrines. Each one of theta is of 
some twins, but as they both have the fare of a horse, I have no doubt that 
they are intended to represent the Asvins, 

27. The image worshipped in the .sanctum is of Mah isLiisuramardinl, who 
is also called Anandi-Mata here, She has eight hands bearing, to begin with 
tin: lowermost right hand (dakahin-ddJmk’karti-krttmdl), (I) a trident, (2) some 
unidentifiable object, (3) discus, (4} a sword, (5) a shield, (6) a hell, (7) a bow, 
and (8) the hair of the demon coming out of a buflalo. In the ndbhd-nmndapa 
are two more images of the goddess and of exactly this typo, hut they arc 
broken (Photo, No, $667). And this is the reason, T was told, why a new one 
was chiselled and act up in the shrine. Both the ol<^ images have inscriptions 
on thorn, The earlier of these is dated Sathmt. 1685 Pike 1560 Jyeshtha-nuUe 
mikla-pakshe ehtitarlhydih tit ban Somamre Pushya-nakshatre Dhruva-yoge 
Vatiijtt-karane, and records that in fho temple of Ashtabhuja the image of 
Lobusihi-clevi was installed by Sundarnji, son of Gopnladnsa, a Bikanoryo »( the 
Rathod family, ®ie inscription on the other image begins by specifying the 
dat'J Saiiwot 1858 8ake 1728 pranarttimrlne (Jl tardy ana-gale Srl-Svrye 
matottamamdte dyitiyakc <fyesht ha-mdse sukta-pakshe tithau rfuMmr/dm 10 
Rcm-vd$are t and informs us that that image had on the aforesaid date been sat 
up by Manrupsingh, Chanda high and PriuLingb, 

23. In front of the temple hut outride the walled end oh ore are a number 
of dctili* or inscribed memorial atones with dates ranging from V. S. 1043 to 
1216 (Inscription No, 2643). This lust fully is Saihml 1316 Mdyha studi 18 
Sani-dine, refers itself to the reign of the Mohdrdjddhirdjd (Vn)sudevnraja, and 
states that on this date died in Nahusela one B&rojala, sou of Blba and of the 
Vochha(tsa) gotra, I do not know who this king Vnaudeva is, Nahusqla, of 
course, stands for Nosal, Another old form corresponding to it is Lohnsila, the 
name of the goddess mentioned above, 1 was not able to determine from local 
inquiries or from any other source whether the village was named after the 
goddess, or the goddess after the village. 

29, Arfti or Araiiil is about fourteen miles south-coat of Kishang&dh, It 

is the head-quarters of the district of the same name. 
According to the local traditions it was a .seat of the 
Pniiivjirs, the old mud walls of whose time aro still pointed out by the people. 
There can be no doubt that it was an old place, Along the banka of a fa Lit! at 
one end of the village may be traced pieces of old spires, images and sculptures, 
though no temple now exists. Several such broker] fragments have been stored 
in n shed, many of which are now worshipped as St tala Mata. Not far from 
hero is a small shrine of Mahadeva. Outside is lying n singular old sculpture 
now worshipped as Sahasra-linga, In the centre are Siva-Parvati standing 
with Nandin down below and surrounded with innumerable tiny lihgax (Photo, 
Nu. 3672). In the local kacheid also have been deposited two sculptures, one 
of which is of Ganapati (Photo. No. 3671). Below arc two lines engraved 
giving tine date Samvai 1204 Ftut/thu smli 6 Some when the image ires 
consecrated, and in forming us that Sri-Sat a ta !iud Asndevl did obeisjuice to the
